Enrollments At the end of Loyola's forty-ninth year, it is gratifying 
to report « total enrollment of 727 full time stufents. Of these, 

201 are in the College, 526 in the High School. 2@ sre resident students. 
To this totel of 787 might be edded more thon one hunired ere, registered 


es special students or following courses in the Extension Depertnent 
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and Summer School. This totsl of 727 for the eceademic yer 1944— 
1945 includése@ an increrse of 127, more than 202, over the previous 


yeer*s peak enrollment of 620. 


Ve ere happy to record this growth, indicative es it is of a continuing 
faith in an educetfional fideel and systen fashioned through four 
hundred yeers of teeching on every continent of the globe. But we 
unfailingly remind ourselves of the ever present danger of secrificing 
quality to quentity. Education does not lend its:1f to the sssembly- 
line technique nor to the speed-up methods of modern industry. The 
moulding of mind emi judgment and character can never become e mre 


mechanical process, for nan is mich more then force and matter. 


Studies: Hoth exmminetion results and that personal faculty-student 
relationship, which we hold to be of capitel importance, testify to 
the satisfactory condition of studies in the College. 


Arts: Our treditional faith in &Bhe formtive velue of the liberal erts 
remins unshakene The opportunity they afford for culturel crowth and 
for the harmonious devvlopment of the complete men, te renk high in the 
heritege of history. Access to the grectest thinking of c11 time is 
opened to our 141 coliege students in the depertnent of Arts, while 
their feculties are being sharpened through e judicious blending of the 


humnities and nodern science. 
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Seience: The pioneering cless of cup Science Department has completed 
its second yeere In addition to 211 subjects required for a fully 
accredited Bachelor of Science degree, for the next two yeers they 
will follow a camplete course in scholestic philosophy. 65 college 
students were registered in this course during the past yeor. 
Extensive alterations and improvements ere st present being mde in 
ell the leboratorics end severel of the lecture rooms of the iicience 
Departmente Expansion in staff, space and equipment keeps pace with 
the inererse in students. 


Extension Course sand Summer School: saturdey lectures of the Extension 
Course, leeding to the Bachelor of Arts degree, were held regularly 
throughout the year in Philosophy, English eni Letin. The 1945 

session of the Loyola Summer school is scheduled from July 2n8 to 

July 30th and offers © veriety of courses of both college and pre=-college 
stending. Rev. Williem X. Sryen,S.J. is the Deen of Summer School. 


Tribute to teaching steff: For the generous end loyel cooperetion of 
the entire tecching stoff, uniler its Dean, the Rev. Hugh MeCarthy,oese, 
and his Assistant, the Rev. James Dyor,S.J., I wuld like to place on 
record our sincere gretitude and admiration. The exceptionally crowed 
condition of the classes during the First Senester, prior to the opening 
of the Central Building, *nd the growing demands of the enlerged student 


body, were accepted cheerfully and deslt with efficiontly. 
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Dedatings In the Inter-University Debating Leegue, an error in collating 
the judges* decisions had given the 1944 trophy to Western University 

of .ondon, Cnterio. At the Annual Meeting of the League last eutum, 
this mistreke was rectified end the championship swerdod to Loyola. 

In the 1945 debates, our teem agein won the championship, receiving 
decisions over licGill University and Ottawa University in our own 
section, and over St. Patrick's College, Ottam, in the finlse In 
Loyola*s twenty-three years of membership in the League, our debeters 
have been 17 times finalists end 9 tines winners of the trophy. Our 
traditional high standerd of interest and performance continues in 


doth intra-mrel debating and public speaking contests. 


Dremtics: In pursuance of its policy of attempting sll phases of 
drem, to give its members the widest possible stage experience and 
knowledge, the Loyola Dramatic Society concentrated this yeer on the 
Cetholic Theatree Its two mejor offerings, "Cereer Angel", a Broedvey 
success written by Fathcr Murrey of Brooklyn and "Sevonerola*, written 
by Mmther Urban Negie,0.P., Director of Bleckfriars Guild of New York, 
were well received by both critics and the pudiie. It is not too mech 
to say thet both production: end acting of these pieya were of an omer 


rerely reached on the emteur stage. 


Publicetions: The 1944 publication of our annusk, The Loyola Review, 
was unfortunately delayed in tne press a few nomths. It served 
nonetheless its edmirable purpose of providing a permnent record of the 
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yeer’s activities. Our bi-monthly student newspever, the Lovola Neus, 
appenred regularly and ws sent to all Loyola nen in the armed Forces 


whose addresses we were 2ble to lecrn.

1951 the summer attendence hes grow from 407 to 9755. At his
